'Famous Monsters' to be unearthed 

NEW ALBUM ISFfT THE ONLY BIG NEWS FOB MISFITS FANS! 



Peace and love are 


synonymous with the 
name Woodstock, but on 
April 12 th, 1999, the farm 
country of New York state 
had the living dead to deal 
with, not white doves and 
hippie love. The Misfits 
arrived in mid-April with 
black-ladden equipment in 
stow to record addictive 
new songs for their first 
album on Roadrunner 
Records, 'Famous 
Monsters'. The following 
40 days were a labor of 
loathe at Dreamland 
Studbs, as The Misfits 
pumped out approxi¬ 
mately 19 new songs that 
have been described as 
somewhat less heavy 
metal sounding than 
Geffen’s 1997 'American 
Psycho'. Of course the full 
length feature will include 
” Cryin’ On A Saturday 
Night", "Scream", and 
"Fiend Club". However, 
our inside source has 
noted some other clever 
tracks with catchy hooks 
include "Hunting Humans", 
"Crawling Eye", "Pumpkin 
Head", "Living Hell", and 
"Them”, in addition to 
many more! At press time 
Basil Gogos is slated as the 
cover artist with a back 
piece brewed up by popu¬ 
lar artist Boris Vellejo. 
When will this 



grave rockin' opera be 
torturing your room¬ 
mates and neighbors? 
Expect a ripping release 
around September 7! 
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Substantially as¬ 
tounding news of late: 
famed cinematic director 
of the macabre, George 
Romero ( Night of the 
Living Dead, Dawn of the 
Dead, Day of the Dead, 
Monkey Shines ) has 
agreed to direct the 
video for the first single 
from the upcoming 
'Famous Monsters' 
album (which song is 
still undecided). 

Misfits’ manager Rocky 
recalls the landmark be¬ 
ginnings: "We met back 
in February '98 at the 
Fangoria Convention in 
New York. It was very 
brief... a handshake and 
'Hi. How are ya?"' The 
chance introduction 
would unfold in the 
most tell tale way when 
fiend friend and special 
F/X artist Glen Hetrick 
suggested attaching a 
seminal name to a 
Misfits vid. That name 
would be George 
Romero. 

"I called. George 
answered. I explained to 
him who I was and what 
we were calling on 


him for. He remembered 
meeting me and said that 
he would love to do it. I 
remember waiting to hear 
him say 'but' and the 'but' 
never came out!” 

We are printing 
this news reluctantly as 
such a huge coalition 
will surely set our fien- 
dom ablaze with excite¬ 
ment. Should plans 
falter or change we ex¬ 
pect the fans to be un¬ 
derstanding. But the 
way it stands, Romero 
will see to it that our 
dead will live, and rock, 
again!

Damned at Hurrah in New 
York. Among the fiends in 
the audience were Debbie 
Harry of Blondie and Iggy 
Pop. This led to a VERY 
brief tour of England in 
November of 79 opening for 
The Damned. Then, the fol¬ 
lowing year, The Misfits did 
their Haiioween show with 
Screaming Jay Hawkins, as 
newly recruited fiend Frank 
Zappa (who had been invited 
by Bobby Steele) watched 
from the crowd. 

After this, they 

started touring nationally, ap¬ 
pearing with Black Flag, 

Circle Jerks, The Meatmen, 
Social Distortion, and even 
the Beastie Boys in their 
hardcore days. They aiso did 
shows with several "related- 
bands such as The Undead 
(fronted by ex- Misfits guitar¬ 
ist Bobby Steele), Antidote 
(former drummer Arthur 
Googy), and Rosemary's 
Babies (featuring Misfits 
photographer and roadie 
Eerie Von). They wrapped 
up the "Glenn Danzig era!' in 
Detroit on October 29, 1983 
with their old touring buddies. 
The Necros. 

Since their return, 

The Misfits' touring resume 
has gotten even more im¬ 
pressive. They've toured ex¬ 
tensively with metal 
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heavyweights Anthrax and 
Megadeth, and done shows 
with Agnostic Front, GWAR, 
Type O Negative, Sick Of It 
All, and several members of 
The Ramones. During their 
outdoor festivals in Europe 
last year, they even played 
with Primus and Black

In last Die-Gest's 
lesson, we learned that The 
Misfits have performed live 
more than 400 times in the 
last 22 years. Now it’s time 
to look at the bands they 
performed with at these 
shows. 

During their first 2 
years, The Misfits were ba¬ 
sically a NY City punk band 
doing shows with other NY 
City punk bands such as 
The Victims (whose only sig¬ 
nificance was the release of 
a very rare 7" single on The 
Misfits label, Plan 9 
Records). Slowly things 
started to change. 

On June 26, 1979 
they opened for The 


Sabbath. They've also been 
joined onstage countless 
times by members of The 
Ramones, Anthrax, H20, and 
even Samhain. 

It should be clear 
from all of this that Misfits 
shows are always full of sur¬ 
prises. You never know 
whom they'll show up with 
when they come to your

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He helped make The 
Misfits what they are. 
Nothing was ever told to The 
Misfits fiends about George, 
even the most deeply prying 
fiends knew only his name; 
nothing more. The impact 
he had on The Misfits has 
never been told... until now. 

Aside from design¬ 
ing and building equipment 
for the band, George worked 
on many Misfits projects. 
Many of you may like the 
sound of the "Static Age" 
album, well George was the 
man behind the board. After 
he produced "Static Age", 
George was soon in the stu¬ 
dio to produce the "Horror 
Business" 45. After "Horror 
Business" he made his first 
"on location" recording; the 
Max's Kansas City X-mas 
show in NY City. 


After that came the pro¬ 
duction of the ”3 Hits From Hell' 
45. Soon after he produced "3 
Hits....", George was again on lo¬ 
cation with recording equipment 
at the Ritz in NY City where he 
recorded the original "Evilive". 
George later produced The 
Misfits "Walk Among Us". After 
"Walk...", George financed and 
produced Glenn's solo 45, "Who 
Killed Marilyn?". Then The 
Misfits closed up shop. 

During the dark ages 
George continued; producing 
The Mourning Noise 45 "Dawn 
of the Dead" and the Samhain 
"Initium" album Soon after that 
he was back in the studio when 
he financed and produced The 
Undead’s "Nine Toes Later" for 
Bobby Steele. So if you enjoyed 
any or all of these records, it was 
our fearless leader, George 
Germain who made them sound 
that way. Aside from his in- 
studio escapades, George 
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would help with any and all 
day to day dilemas. 

Countless times he was called 
upon and consulted. In 1996, 
once again George answered 
the call of The Misfits and 
made his last voyage to the 
studio to mix his 1979 record¬ 
ing of The Misfits live at 
Max's Kansas City. Even to 
this day the unreleased live 
album sits in the vaults of 
Caroline Records. And from 
those 1996 mixing sessions 
came our first contacts with 
Michale Graves. George's im¬ 
pact on The Misfits has been 
profound; from "Static Age" to 
Michale Graves, spanning 
over 20 years. And what did 
he get for all his help? 
Nothing. He didn't want any 
payment or credit Don't 
look for his name cm any re¬ 
cord sleeves; you won't find 
it., but he did produce every 
one of those records. 

After the funeral, 
Steve Zing summed it up best 
when he said, "It's amazing 
that someone who gave so 
much... got so little back."
